•The foregoing is a statement of 
the vote in the election of trustees, 
held in Vulcan on Saturday last. The 
town incorporation granted to Vulcan 
last year necessitated an increase of 
two tn the membership "of the school 
board, and the term of One trustee 
having expired, required the election 
of three trustees. ’ As indicated above 
there were five in the field, and the 
large vote cast is an evidence of the 
interest created by the meeting which 
preceded the election and the rumors 
and discussions which preceded the 
meeting. The first two named hike 
been returned for a period of tA-o 
years and the third for one year. 

One room in the primary school 
was filled to capacity on Saturday 
afternoon, the occasion being the an¬ 
nual school meeting. The extra-or¬ 
dinary attendance of ratepayers w-as 
no doubt more or less induced by the 
idea that had become general that 
there would be “something doing”. 
Whatever the cause, the results were 
good. When all was over, all were 
well and definiftiy informed snd evi¬ 
dently satisfied. The report* present¬ 
ed by the trustees, the teachers, and 
the inspectors, all in distinct detail, 
prove that the school and the staff and 
the business of the board should be a 
pride to a satisfied people. Taxes are 
high and hard to pay, particularly, 
this year, but it was generally conced¬ 
ed that the school expenditures had 
been well made. 

Next week we will publish the re¬ 
ports presented, which cover all 
phases of the school work, as well as 
th^ financial statement. A perusal- of 
thebe will no doubt be of interest to 
all who pay, and it is the business of 
the taxpayer to be informed.

The Teller: Our fathers knew the 
meaning of thrift, but their example 
was forgotten. Slowly and surely the 
lessons are now being taught us. We 
had forgotten thrift. It has been the 
age of the spendthrift. We found him 
everywhere. It was easy to make 
money, hard to save it, and the 
spender spent on unchecked. The 
thrifty were mocked at, laughed at, 
and reviled. Extravagance had its 
golden day. It shone in a blaze of 
glory. It dazzled the eye and quicken¬ 
ed the pulse. But the day of 'reckon¬ 
ing came and the lessens of our 
fathers came once more. before our 
minds. We are reminded of the ad¬ 
vantages of thrift. Thrift does not 
mean a pinchy miserliness or* the 
hardships of great self-denial. It 
means a lessening of extravagance, 
the cutting of our useless expenditure, 
the cultivation of the saving habit and 
preparation for the hour of need. 
Thrift means better and higher living, 
nobler aspirations, greater sense of 
responsibility, and more worshippers 
in church. Thrift means larger bank 
deposits, greater investments in reli¬ 
able securities, fewer victims of get- 
rich-quick schemes, better homes, hap¬ 
pier and more contented people, and 
above all, a returning sense of ap¬ 
preciation in the manifold blessings 
showered upon the Canadian people 
by an ever kind and indulgent provi¬ 
dence. 


The Western Ontario Dafrymen’s 
Association, in convention assembled, 
passed a resolution to petition the 
Dominion government to bar olemar- 
gatine from Canada, and to forbid its 
manufacture in this country.

This train will be equipped 
with cars of swine, sheep and dairy 
cattle of the right type, and the usual 
lecture cars and coaches, and will 
make two stops daily for a period of 
six weeks. Incidentally a train of this 
class, with its necessary, equipment of 
crew, costs from $25,000 to $30,000, so 
a railway contributing a train is giv¬ 
ing very practical assistance to the 
demonstration work of a province.

GRAIN SYSTEM 


Since the Dominion election not 
much has been said of the grain en¬ 
quiry. During and preceding the 
campaign the grain buying and mar¬ 
keting methods was a subject of much 
discussion and concern. The circum¬ 
stances which developed were given 
political use both ways, and what the 
public wants to know, and what the 
farmer particularly ought to know, 
is as a consequence unknown. Now 
comes the announcement that officials 
of the Order of Grain Buyers are 
making preliminary .arrangements for 
the commencement of court proceed¬ 
ings against certain grain firms, 
which, they allege, have been guilty 
of theft and fraud in dealing with 
country elevator operators. The 
charges will be based on documents 
gathered by the Order of Grain Buy¬ 
ers to be placed before the Royal 
Grain Inquiry Board at Moose Jaw 
at the session which was to have been 
opened on the day the famous injunc¬ 
tion granted by the Manitoba courts 
was invoked to halt the continuation 
of the operation of the board in Sas¬ 
katchewan. “We intend to follow up 
the work commenced at that time 
with as much vigor and celerity as 
possible,’’ say the officials who are 
undertaking the matter.” “While the 
offences complained of undoubtedly 
will be ventilated in the courts, we 
also are arranging to commence lec¬ 
ture tours throughout the western 
provinces, at which the inside work¬ 
ings of the grain trade as? practiced 
in Western Canada will be disclosed, 
and photographic copies of documents 
in connection with charges we are 
prepared to make will be flashed on 
the screen.” 


Everyone turns to the right now in 
British Columbia. On the first of the 
year the traffic laws were made to 
conform to the practices in the other 
provinces, and where they once turned 
out to the left they now pass on the 
right. There are a hundred things 
that might be standardized and made 
uniform in this Dominion to the ad¬ 
vantage of all. Just now we have in 
mind the school books and educational 
systems. In hockey, the game in the 
east is different to the west, and as 
we have noted, there are many things 
in which there is only sufficient dif¬ 
ference to make things bothersome.

Hon. George Hoadley, Minister of 
Agriculture, has announced important 
changes in the “Cow Bill” he will pre¬ 
sent to the coming session. The chief 
of them win be‘that the purchaser of 
cattle under this bill must accept a 
certain amount of financial respon¬ 
sibility from the start. Great diffi¬ 
culty has arisen in the past through 
the present provisions of the bill un¬ 
der which the purchaser was free of 
liability for five years. 

Premier Greenfield has succeeded in 
securing from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway an Agreement to pay a larger 
rate of taxation on its right of way in 
Alberta. This agreement was reached 
as a result of the premier’s trip to 
Manitoba. The agreement will be 
retro-active until January I, 1921. 

Very great interest is being taken 
in the special mixed farming train 
that is to be run under the auspices 
of the department of agriculture 
starting January 24. This train is 
supplied rjree of charge by the C.P.R. 
and lectures will be given at each stop 
on the daii^r industry and the raising 
of bacon hogs and mutton sheep. The 
train will stop at the following places:

At 
the same time, he believes that there 
should be'preparatory work against 
the time when the tide turns, and that 
also there should be encouragement to 
good farmers from Great Britain, 
United States and elsewhere, who 
have a certain amount of capital, to 
come and establish themselves here 
under the present low costs. In the 
meantime the problems of re-adjust¬ 
ment with respect to freight rates, 
marketing and natural resources are 
being given concentrated attention by 
the government. 

Arrangements are being completed 
for the series of three conferences 
which are to beheld under the au¬ 
spices of the department of agricul¬ 
ture at important points in Southern 
Alberta, to which will be invited 
farmers, business men, bankers, loan 
company representatives, and others, 
to discuss mutual problems.

BOVINE IN ORIGIN 


The following are excerpts from an 
address delivered by Dr. Ferguson be¬ 
fore the annual meeting of the West¬ 
ern Canada Livestock Union at Regina 
last month, being the third and last 1 
of the series of addresses on various 
phases of the problem of tuberculosis. 
The subject dealt with was one of 
human tuberculosis of bovine origin. 

It has been established by labratory 
experiments beyond all doubt, and to¬ 
day we know that 7 per cent of all 
tuberculosis is of the bovine type and 
that among children under 16 years 
of age 25 per cent, of all tuberculosis 
is of the bovine type. Every tenth 
grave in the world today is premature 
because of tuberculosis. The loss is 
not only that of a life but a loss of 
suffering through a disease that lasts 
approximately 5 years and the suf¬ 
fering to the relatives who watch 1 
these people pass from"* employment 
into unemployment and later to a 
lingering death. 

In Saskatchewan a commission ap¬ 
pointed by government is engaged in 
a survey of the human tuberculosis as 
well as bovine, in a small way. We 
have examined one per cent, of the 
school children in this province, and 
found that among these school chil¬ 
dren about one per cent are suffer¬ 
ing from active tuberculosis. That, 
wherever we examined 200 we have 
found at least two. We have 170,000 
school children in the province. This 
would mean that we have approxi¬ 
mately 1,700 children of school age in 
this province suffering from active 
tuberculosis. Applying the informa¬ 
tion that we now have about tuber¬ 
culosis to this problem, 25 per cent, of 
the infection of those children being 
of bovine origin, you have an idea of 
what might be done by eradicating 
tuberculosis from bovine sources in 
this province. In spite of these fig¬ 
ures, which are alarming, we know 
that human tuberculosis is for the 
most part preventable. It is not easi¬ 
ly preventable because when we come 
to deal with its sources of infection 
we come up against social customs, 
freedom of the individual, the big ex¬ 
pense, but when we turn to the bovine 
side, so far as apart from the actual 
money, ft is an entirely preventable 
disease. n 

The sources of infection by bovine 
tuberculosis to rAan are milk and milk 
products. The milk becomes infected, 
first, directly on account of an infect¬ 
ed udder, which occurs in one or two 
per cent, of all milk cows who develop 
tuberculosis; the other is indirect by 
the milk becoming contaminated with 
manure, and thus the germ getting 
into the milk. Either by the direct or 
indirect method, 15 per cent, of all 
milk cows suffering from the disease, 
pass the bovine germ in their milk at 
some time during the disease. 

It has been found by examination 
of a large amount of milk, one ex¬ 
periment of 551 samples examined in 
four representatievs cities of the 
United States, New York, Rochester, 
Chicago, and one other city, that 8.6 
per cent of these specimens contained 
baccilli in sufficient
